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STUMBLING BLOCKS 
IN THEIR WAY 


Republican Senators Still Wrestling with 
the Tariff Problem. 


ALL DEPENDS ON THE CAUCUS 


Will Be Bound To Support the Propo- 
sitions Made in It. 


PROTESTS FROM PEOPLE OF HOGANSVILLE 


Against Loftin as Postmaster—Ten- 
nesseans Object to Outsiders In- 
terfering with Patronage. 


Washington, May %.—(Special.)—Tre 
democratic senators will have absolutely 
no hand in the making of the various 
schedules of the tariff bill. The republican 
programme is to force some sort of a bill 
through the senate at the earliest possible 
day and fight over the details in conference. 
To this end the republican caucus is to 
have absolute control. No matter what 
the differences of republican senators be- 
they go into that caucus chamber, 
they are bound to support the majority 


fore 


proposition when they come out. 

Senators whose constituencies have 
special demands to make will do all they 
can in caveus, but if they are defeated 
there they will not carry their fight into 
the senate. 

This is the programme as outlined by a 
leading republican senator tonignt. It 
sounds well and the republicans mean it all 
right now. They may be able to earry it 
through, but there are many stumbling 
blocks ahead. Mr. Aldrich’s speech in de- 
fense of the senute hill has had a depress- 
ing rather than exhilarating effect upon 
his republican brethren. Aldrich has ex- 
cited the bittcr criticism of his own party. 
His lame defense of the sugar trust’s 
schedule, which he wrote at the suggestion 
of Mr. Searles, has weakened his case 
with his fellow members, and if he can 
carry the schedule through the caucus he 
will demonstrate anew the power of the 
great trust. Beer and hides and other 
stumbling blocks are in sight. but if they 
can possibly do it the republican managers 
are going to force these fights in confer- 
ence rather than in the open senate. Work 


“Was begun on the chemical schedule to- 


day. 

‘We were on that schedule six weeks 
when the Wilson bill was before the sen- 
ate.”” remarked Senator Jones. of Arkan- 
sas, tonight. “From the progress r:ade to- 
day and from the outlook we may be on it 
as Jong this time.” 

“Havemeyer the Attraction. 

Everything seoms to conspire against the 
success of ‘Tom Reed's plans to focus the 
attention of an angry people upon the tar- 
iff inaction of the senate. In the first place 
there seems to be no such inaction. The 
@emocrats seem utterly indifferent to Reed's 
grandstand play, and it becomes very ap- 
parent that the only obstructions in the 
way of the tariff bill fm the senate will be 
those put on the track by republican sen- 
ators. Then Reed has made himself and 
the house republicans ridiculous -by their 
non-action antics. and the result of it is 
that the house has attracted attention 
much more than has the senate. Now, as 
if to cap the climax, comes the Havemeyer 
trial in the supreme courtrOem. That is 
drawing the crowds and absorbing the in- 
terest to the exclusion of the senate. The 
trial of the great sugar magnate goes mer- 


‘rily on, and everybody who can claim the 


right to an inch of space in the courtroom 
has crowded into it. As yet only the pros- 
ecution has been heard from: and while 
there has been nothing sensational, the re- 
hash of the sugar investigation before the 
last congress and the story of the peculiar 
circumstances attending the making of the 
Wilson bill. have been most Mmteresiing. 

Tomorrow it fs probable that Havemeéyer 
will be on the stand, and even the house 
circus, which is also scheduled, will be 
overshadowed. 

Fullwood’s Nomination. 

The president today sent to the senate 
the name of ex-Representative John I. 
Fullwood as postmaster at Cedartown. 
Fullwood has always been a populist. There 
are strong protests from Polk county dem- 
ocrats against his appointment, and it is 
aHeged that he is personally offensive to 
most of the people there. Senator Clay is 
going to fight confirmation, and believes 
he will defeat Fullwood. 

Several important fourth-class_ offices 
were filled today, among these Hartwell, 
where J. C. Massey is the appointee. This 
is the office Yancey Carter, the populist 
senator sought to control, but his man 
failed to land. The other appointments 
were: Bethlehem, Walton county, R. W. 
Haynie, Geneva, Talbot county, W. A. 
Walker; Hoboken, Pierce county, E. A 
McElthem; Siloam, Greene county, A. 8. 
O’Neal; Toccoa, Habersham county, G. L. 
Walker; Union Point, Greene county, F. 
S. Smith. 

Kick from Tennesseans. 

A big kick is being made by a number of 
the Tennessee republican contingent here 
against what they call outside interference 
in the distribution of Tennessee patronage. 
They are kicking particularly against the 
venerable Grosvenor, of Ohio, who is, 
they claim, endeavoring to enforce a pro- 
tectorate over the state of Tennessee. 
When the McKinley campaign for the nom- 
ination opened sup, the arrangement made 
in inner Ohio circles was that Grosvenor 
should look out for Tennessee. He did very 
little of this looking. as it developed, but 
now he is chipping in and wants to be the 
directing hand in the spoils distribution. 
Hence the kick. I understand he has in- 
dorsed. Austin and that Dave Nunn has 
appealed to him for aid in his troubles. 
Dave is not only having troubles about the 
collectorship, but there are protests almost 
innumerable at the postoffice department 
against his action in some west Tennessee 
appointments. There are strong protests 
against his being allowed to occupy the 
position of referee at all. 


Protests from Hogansville. 


Senators Bacon anl Clay were at the 


postoffice department today to file protests: 


they had received from citizens of Hogans- 
ville, through Congressman Adamson, who 
left for home Monday, against the commis- 
sion of the negro school teacher, Loftin, 
as postmaster.

| FELL AT PATIENT'S BEDSIDE 


DR. HARRIS STRUCK DEAD WITH 
' NEURALGIA OF HEART. 


Blow Came While He Was Testing, 


Mrs. Robbins’s Pulse—Lady Dies 
Shortly Afterwards. . 


Selma, ATa., May 2%.—(Special.)—At Fur- 
man, in Wilcox county, yesterday Dr. J. 
J. Harris was called to the bedside of his 
wife’s sister, Mrs. J. D. Robbins, about 11 
o'clock. While standing with his hand on 
her pulse, Dr. Harris suddenly fell to the 
floor with a neuralgic stroke of the heart, 
and was removed to the next room, where 
he died in a few minutes. Hr. Harris was 
about thirty-two years of age, and was 
the son of Dr. Harris, of Tuscaloosa, who 
is quartermaster at the university.

THIRD DISASTROUS BLAZE 


ANOTHER LARGE FIRE IN SA- 
VANNAH LAST NIGHT. 


Three Story Brick Building Gutted. 
Loss $10,000, Fully Covered 
‘by Insurance. 


Savannah, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—Sa- 
vannah had its third disastrous fire of 
the week tonight when the three-story 
brick building at Montgomery and Congress 
streets, occupied by the Savannah District 
Messenger and Delivery Company, was en- 
tirely gutted and with it went the property 
belonging to fifty or seventy-five people 
which the company had stored there. 

The fire broke out about 9:30 o’clock in 
the basement or.d spread up rapidly through 
the elevator shaft. It was soon extin- 
guished in the ceilar. hut covered the top 
ficor and then began to spread downward. 

Nothing is known as to its origin. 

Every floor was filled with furniture, car- 
pets, musical instruments, rolls of news- 
paper and all kinds of material stored by 
the company for cutside parties, all of 
which was covered by a blanket insurance 
policy. In cases where patrons asked for 
insurance the stuff came in small lots and 
no idea as to its value could be secured. 
It was pretty well insured, however, and 
it is believed it was worth between $6,000 
and $10,000. 

The buflding was the property of Mrs. 
J. M. Garmany. It was valued at about 
$10,000 and was fully covered by insurance.

TOBACCO MEN ENTER PROTEST 


ARGUED AGAINST 2 CENT AD- 
VANCE BEFORE COMMITTEE. 


Claim It Will Concentrate Business 
in the Hands of a Few Great 
Firms. 


Washington, May 26.—Representatives uf 
practically all the tobacco manufacturers 
in the United States. with the exception 
of the cigar manufacturers, met here today 
to protest against the proposed advance of 
2 cents a pound in the tax on tobacco con- 
templated in the senate amendment to the 
tariff bill. 

The total tobacco output, exclusive of 
cigars, of the United States is about 300,- 
000.000 pounds annually and of this amount 
over 250,000,000 pounds was represented. 

Resolutions were unanimously adopted 
which briefly cite the injury inflicted upon 
the trade by the frequent changes of the 
tax rate and protest against the adoption 
of the senate amendment. 

The senate committee which has charge 
of the tariff bill gave a hearing to a del- 
egation of the tobacco manufacturers at 
the Arlington tonight. The tobacco men 
were represented by a committee of six— 
Messrs. Harry Weissinger. of Louisville: 
Cc. B. Hall. Detroit: P. Lorillard, Jr.,. New 
York; John Haines, Winston, N. C.;: R. L. 
Booker, Richmond; E. A. McAlpin, New 
York, the chairman of today’s meeting. 

The spokesman was Mr. Weissinger, who 
presented the case of the tobacco men, and 
at the suggestion of the senators briefly. 

The contention was that an increase of 
the internal revenue tax would lessen the 
compensation of manufactured tobacco, di- 
verting it to the raw materials. 

That the manufacturers had adjusted 
their business to the 6 cent tax and would 
be put to a heavy expense to change the 
sizes of plug and packages, a change which 
would greatly disturb trade if it should 
be made. The only alternative beside re- 
ducing the sizes of plugs and packages 
would be to use materials of an inferior 
quality that they might sell the quanti- 
ties of tobacco at present prices. 

An argument upon which stress was 
laid was that the effect of increased taxes 
on tobacco would be to concentrate the 
business in the hands of a few great firms. 


FIRST VOTE ON TARIFF BILL. 


Move To Reduce Boracic Acid Rate 
Caused It. , 

Washington, May 26.—The first vote on 
the tariff bill was taken in the senate to- 
day. 
The item of boracic acid. which although 
comparatively unimportant afforded an op- 
portunity for the first alignment of the 
various elements. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, a democratic mem- 
ber of the finance committee, moved to 
make a rate on boracic acid 3 cents instead 
of 5 cents per pound, as provided by the 

committee. 

This presented a direct issue between 
the committee and the opponents of the 
bill. The amendment was defeated. Yeas,

Massachusetts Now Has the History 
of the Plymouth Colony in the 
Writing of Bradford. 


Boston, May 26.—The Bradford manu- 
script history of the new Plymouth colony, 
the document for the possession of which 
Massachusetts had long been anxious, 
was formally presented to the common- 
wealth of Massachusetts by Hon. Thomas 
F. Bayard, former United States ambas- 
sador to England, before a joint convention 
of the legisiature today. 

The ceremony of delivering the manu- 
script took place in the spacious chamber 
of the house of representatives and was 
of a most impressive nature. Besides the 
members of both branches of the general 
court, many prominent officials of the 
state and other distinguished citizens were 
present, while the galleries of the house 
were filled with spectators. 

After President Lawrence had called the 


joint convention to order Governor Wol- 


cott, accompanied by the executive council, 
Mr. Bayard, Senator George F. Hoar and 
several Massachusetts congressmen, en- 
tered the chamber. 

The formal proceedings were opened by 
Clerk Cooledge, of the senate, who read 
the decree of the consistorial convention of 
London entrusting the manuscript to Am- 
bassador Bayard, to be delivered by him in 
person toe Governor betugesc: of Massa- 
chusetts. . 

The actual presentation was prefaced by 
an address by Senator Hoar.

The Baltimore and Ohio is raising sand 
over being shut out of the Charleston vege- 
table business. Charleston’s freight pbu- 
reau took up the matter with the South 
Carolina railroad and requested that body 
to take it up with the interstate commerce 
commission, Chairman Evans, of the 
South Carolina commission, replied that 
the injury to the shippers would be de- 
termined in future, There does not seem to 
be any remedy for the Baltimore and Ohio 
or the shippers, who prefer that route to 
the Pennsylvania. 

The Southern railway and the South 
Carolina and Georgia railroad say that it 
did not pay them to divide the vegetable 
business between the Pennsylvania and the 
Baltimore and Ohio, because in so doing 
they often had to haul two cars when 
one would carry all the freight offering. 
These two roads further say that the ship- 
pers preferred the Pennsylvania to the 
Baltimore and Ohio. 

Both these statements are contradicted 
by the Baltimore and Ohio, which says 
that there was business for from six to 
eighteen cars a night out of the Charles- 
ton district for the same eastern points, 
and the company’s representative declares 
that his company was preferred by the 
shippers.

FOUND KAOLIN IN A GULLY 


THIS LED TO INVESTIGATION AND 
INTERESTED CAPITALISTS. 


Probable That Northern Men Will 
Start Works To Manufacture 
| Wares from the Kaolin. 


Macon, Ga.,, May 2%.—(Special.)—A large 
deal has just been closed, or is Ifkely to 
be closed, in the way of opening up an 
extensive Kaolin industry in Wilkinson 
county. 

Parties have been here for sevéral days 
negotiating for the purchase of property, 
the title to which rests in the two minor 
children of Colonel Thomas C. Taylor, of 
Hawkinsville. y 4 

It is rather queer the way in which the 
property became of public note. The wife 
of Colonel Taylor was the daughter of a 
Mrs. Smith, of that county, who died leav- 
ing two children. Some time after the 
death of Mrs. Taytor Mrs. Smith became 
very ill and died and the property natural- 
ly reverted to the children of Colonel 
Vaylor. 

Soon after this sad occurrence efforts 
Were made by parties who had found out 
about the existence of the kaolin beds on 
the Smith property to purchase the land 
at a very much reduced price, and, failing 
in this, they opened up negotiations with 
Colonel Taylor to find out what he would 
take for the property at so much per acre. 

It afterwards developed that there was 
a gully extending across the entire tract 
of land within 400 yards o? the Central 
railroad track near Lewiston, exposing a 
natural produce of kaolin that was almost 
perfect in its purity. 

Colonel Taylor knew nothing of the kao- 
lin, and paid very little attention to any- 
thing except the collection of the rents on 
the property as a plantation, but after re- 
ceiving letters from New York, Boston 
and other large manufacturing centers, he 
decided to investigate the matter. 

The talk now is that parties from the 
north and west will probably purchase the 
kaolin interests and may establish a man- 
ufacture of wares from that product in 
Atlanta. Specimens of kaolin, as taken 
from the quarry referred to, are as white 
as snow and bear all the polish of porce- 
lain in its purity.

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THREE ROADS OWN IT 


Deal Made with the Augusta and 
summerville Railroad. - 


WHICH LOOKS LIKE A COUP 
By Which the Georgia Railroad Has 
No Control of Transfers Through 
Augusta Streets. 


Augusta, Ga., May 26.—(Special.j—There is 
somewhat of a local railroad sensation 
caused by the announcement that the Au- 
gusta and Summerville railroad, recemly 
purchased by Henry Crawford, attorney 
for Thomas and Ryan, is now owned 
jointly by the Southern railway, the Cen- 
tral of Georgia, and the Charleston and 
Western Carolina. It will be remembered 
that the Augusta and Summerville railroad 
was a local transfer company whose char- 
ter and franchises expired March, 1896. The 
city declined to grant new franchises to use 
its streets, but the company got an exten- 
sion of charter from the secretary of state 
under the general law. In ltigation that 
followed the supreme court decided the 
company’s new charter extended its cor- 
porate life. but could not procure for it 
rights in the streets of “Augusta without 
the city’s consent. The city in the mean- 
time entered into a contract with the 
Charleston and Western Carolina railway, 
the Southern railway and the Central of 
Georgia to carry on the transfer business 
formerly conducted by the Augusta and 
Summerville. 

The next step that came to Hight was 
that Henry Crawford. attorney for Thomas 
and Ryan, was buying up Augusta and 
Summerville railway stock, and today in a 
communication to the mayor Mr. Crawford 
notifies him that the three railroads named 
above that contracted with ‘the city are the 
joint owners of the Augusta and Summer- 
ville railroad, and that they propose to 
carry out their contract with the city 
through the Augusta and Summerville rail- 
road as their common agent. And further: 

“In order to fully effectuate this method 
of operating the connecting tracks. and 
handling the local and through transfers. 
it will be necessary for the city to execute 
a formal consent and license authorizing 
the Augusia and Summerville Railroad 
Company to be allowed. from March 20, 
1896, for the full term of thirty years, to 
have the right to maintain, operate with 
steam power and enjoy all the tracks and 
also to lay down, maintain, operate and 
enjoy all such other tracks as are or may 
be authorized to be laid under and accord- 
ing to said contract; but such license to 
the Augusta and Summerville railroad not 


, to operate in any way to relieve the three 


railroad companies, parties to said last 
named contract, from direct obligation to 
the city to pay the annuity and to perform 
all the covenants thereof.” 

While this petition sets out that other 
railroads may enjoy these tracks and trans- 
fer privileges, the fact that the Southern, 
the Central and Thomas and Ryan’s road 
are all shown to be working together in 
this matter, and Thomas and Ryan are 
fighting the Georgia railroad and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, there is a belief on the 
part of many that a coup against the Geor- 


The matter will come before council, 
when it will be seen if the Augusta and 
Summerville railroad’s charter and fran- 
chises which were fought by the city will 
be granted now to its new owners.

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The “Bryan Panic’ vs ‘‘McKinley 
Prosperity.”’ 

Last summer when the presidential 
campaign was in progress, the people 
were told by the republicans and the 
gold press that the hard times then ex- 
isting were the direct result of the agi- 
tation of the free coinage issue. “‘We 
are having a Bryan panic,” they de- 
clared, “but it is only a foretaste of 
what you will experience if you defeat 
McKinley.” They asked the people to 
choose between “a Bryan panic” and 
“McKinley prosperity.” 

The result showed that a sufficient 
number of voters were impressed by 
declarations of this character to give 
the presidency to Mr. McKinley. The 
result also shows that the difference 
between “McKinley prosperity” and a 
“Bryeu panic” are largely in favor of 
the latter, for business conditions of all 
kinds are on a narrower and more un- 
profitable basis, and times are harder 
under the operations of “McKinley 
prosperity” than they were under the 
“Bryan panic.” 

We beg to call the attention of the 
gold press and the republican organs to 
this remarkable state of things, and to 
ask them for a brief explanation there- 
of. Times are hardér, more people are 
out of work, prices are lower, and gefi- 
éral business is less profitable, now that 
we have “McKinley prosperity” than 
when we had the “Bryan panic.” § If 
the present conditions are merely~ the 
forerunners of “McKinley prosperity,” 
the people may well cry aloud in their 
despair to be saved from the results of 
such prosperity. 

Mr. McKinley himself seems to take 
no note of the situation. It is true that 
he is keen to demand relief for suffer- 
ing Americans in Cuba, but on the aw- 
ful condition of millions of men, women 
and children in this country he turns 
his back. Why should this be so? The 
Constitution does not begrudge a dollar 
that has been or is to be sent to desti- 
tute Americans in Cuba, but what great- 
er claim on the benevolence of the gov- 
ernment have these people than the 
millions of destitute men, women and 
children who are tramping the streets 
of our great cities hunting in vain for 
work, begging and starving? 

To these people, Mr. McKinley says, 
through the republican congress: “You 
lwant relief and you shall have it. You 
are to be compelled to pay more for 
your tea, your stigar, your blankets 
and woolen goods, your calicoes, your 
shoes and your crockery. If this doesn’t 
relieve you, you do not deserve relief.” 
That is what Mr. McKinley is saying 
to the suffering Americans at home. 
The result is that “McKinley prosperi- 
ty” is a much more dreadful affair than 
the “Bryan panic,” and threatens to 
sacrifice the welfare of all the taxpay- 
ers to the interest of a few monopolists 
and manufacturers who contributed to 
the republican corruption fund. 


Matters have reached the point where 


the most ignorant voter is able to see 
that “McKinley prosperity,” in its re- 
sults and promises is a hundredfold 
worse than the “Bryan panic” the gold 
press and republicans discovered last 


year. 

In point of fact, the condition which 
they named “a Bryan panic” was sim- 
ply the outcome of the single gold 
standard, whereby all the elements of 
productiveness are robbed of their val- 
ue and profit by dear money and dis- 
honest prices. Every phase of McKin- 


Why should not the doors of our state 
university be opened to thé youth of 
the state regardless of sex? 

If Georgia is under obligations to edu- 
eate her sons for the sober respon- 
sibilities of citizenship she is also un- 
der obligations equally as binding to 
educate her daughters for the high du- 
ties devolving upon them; and since 
the university is sustained in part by 
the taxpayers of the state, why not give 
them the privilege of sending their 
daughters to the same institution at 
which their sons are educated? 


These are questions which/must soon’ 


be decided. Other states have already 
taken the lead in this matter and there 
are few colleges in the north and east 
which have not opened their doors to 
the fair sex. Aside from recognizing 
the claims of the sex, the principle of 
co-education fosters a epirit of mutual 
rivalry, and is, therefore, more condu- 
cive to mental development. Wher- 
ever the principle has been adopted, 
gratifying results have been realized. 

In order to pave the way for intro- 
ducing the co-educational feature into 
the state university the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs are preparing a 
petition to the board of trustees on the 
subject of admitting women as students 
in the institution. While recognizing 
the fact that there are numerous insti- 
tutions in the state for the higher edu- 
cation of women, it is urged that these 
are not sufficient to meet the demands 
ofthe sex, and that Georgiashould no- 
bly respond to the wants of her daugh- 
ters by opening to them thedcoorsof the 
state university. Some of the trustees 
have already been approached on the 
subject, and are said to favor the idea, 
the only difficulty in the way being the 
present crowded condition of the class- 
rooms, 

The petition will be formally present- 
ed to the board of trustees at-.its regu- 
lar atinual meeting next month, and will 
doubtless be thoroughly considered. In 
view of the stand which leading Ameri- 
can and European colleges have taken 
in the matter of co-education, the s’ub- 
ject is one which cannot be lightly 
brushed aside; and whether or not the 
doors of the university are thrown open 
to women during the next few years, 
there is little reason to doubt that the 
principle of co-education will prevail 
ultimately. 
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The Chicago Platform. 
The Covington Star very truly says 


that while democratic custom tolerates 


great latitude of individual opinion 
among democrats with respect to ques- 
tions of policy, yet, when these demo- 
crats come to act officially for the par- 
ty, they are bound to recognize the na- 
tional democratic platform as the funda- 
mental law and doctrine of the party. 
The Star goes on to remark that “the 
Chicago platform is the fundamental 
law and doctrine of the national dem- 
ocratic party, and must be recognized 
as such until another national demo- 
cratic convention meets and formulates 
another platform.” 

The statements of our contemporary, 
though they embody truths as old as 
the party, have a timely interest now in 
view of the attitude of those bolters 
who, for reasons of their own; refused 
to indorse the Chicago platform or to 
support its candidates. These gentle- 
men appear to be in a very restless 
condition just at this time. Some are 
in doubt as to “where they are at,’ 
while others (although tlie bolting ele- 
ment hardly amounts to a corporal’s 
guard in comparison with the great 
body of the party) appear to be posses- 
sed with the idea that the party ought 
to sacrifice its platform and its princi- 
ples in order to give them an oppor- 
tunity to call themselves democrats. 

So far as we know, there is no ill 
feeling in the party toward those who 
bolted last year. The recognition of 
individual freedom of action is the very 
essence of democracy. This is the rea- 
son such wide latitud@ of individual 
opinion is tolerated in the party. This 
has its limits, of course, but it is bound- 
ed by the fundamental principles of the 
party. The bolters last year could not 
accept the fundamental principles em- 
bodied in the Chicago platform; in- 
deed, some of them were so fastidious 
in the matter that they could not stom- 
ach even the platform that they them- 
selves constructed. This being so, we 
do not see why they should entertain 
even a vague idea that tha democracy 
should put itself out of the way to se- 
cure their co-operation. 

Nevertheless, the doors will not be 
closed against them. In order to re- 
turn to the party they will only have to 
conform to certain simple and inevit- 
able conditions. They need not formal- 
ly indorse the Chicago platform. All 
that is required of them is that they 
accept the platform, and support the 
candidates nominated by democratic 
primaries. If these conditions should 
seem hard to them it will be because 
they have no sympathy with democratic 
doctrines of any kind. They are not 
compelled to accept them. They are in 
no danger of being arrested by a posse 
and compelled to return to their party. 

The Chicago platform was not made 
through choice of those who had been. 
leaders in the democratic party. It was 
made at the command of the people 
who, in their primaries, outlined its 


There is no difficulty about those who 
cannot accept the platform. It is their 
right to refuse or accept it. Their atti- 
tude will not ,invite criticism. 
those who refuse to accept the platform 
and yet call themselves democrats need 
fear the lash of the press—the party’s 
censor. 


Not a Sectarian Office. 

From the complaint raised by a very 
few of the good people of Montgomery, 
Ala., against the recent action of the 
aldermanic board of that city in electing 
a prominent Hebrew to the office of city 
sexton, it would seem as if that office 
had lost its original scope and charact- 
er and fallen into the hands of some re- 
ligious sect. 

There is no just nor constitutional 
warrant on which to base such a frivo- 
lous complaint against the board’s ac- 
tion. A public-cemetery is not a sec- 
tarian institution. It belongs to the 
community, and is the silent camping 
ground of all religious creeds. Within 
its sacred precincts the bones of Jew 
and Gentile blend in common dust, and 
differences of every kind are reconciled. 
To require the sexton of a public ceme- 
tery to come up to some religious test 
is manifestly absurd in its very nature 
and opposed to the spirit of our institu- 
tions. 

If @ man’s religion is to be considered 
as a ground for fitness for public office, 
why not compel every candidate to sub- 
mit a written affidavit as to his religious 
creed? Why single out the Jews alone? 
Is it fair or just to discriminate in this 
way? Even upon a strictly religious 
basis there are some Jews who would 
do far less violence to the sacred pro- 
prieties of public office than some Gen- 
tiles. ‘There are degrées in religion just 
as there are differences between reli- 
gions, and this distinction should not 
be overlooked. 

As a rule the Jews are found among 
the most progressive members of the 
communities in which they live.. They 
are thrifty, public-spirited and law- 
abiding. Seldom do they encumber the 
business of our courts, either with 
crimes or unnecessary litigation, and 
seldom do they fail to perform the full 
duties of citizenship.

Themas Alva Edisenm, an American in- 
ventor, was born in Milan, O., February 
11, 1847. His education was Hmited, though 
it was supMemented by instruction from 
tis mother and by his own reading. He 
hecame particularily interested in the study 
of chemistry. At the age of twelve he be- 
came a newsboy on the Grand Trunk rail- 
road in Canada, and later printed the 
“Grand Trunk Herald” in the baggage car 
of the train on which he sold his wares, 
disposing cf it with his other papers. Be- 
c ming interested in telegraphy, he studied 
it lete at nights in a railway station and 
soon became an expert operator. He was 
employed as an operator in several Cana- 
dian offices and at Adrian, Mich. At this 
place he fitted up a small shop for repair- 
img telegraph instruments and the making 
of ‘new machinery. He then wert to In- 
dianapolis, where he invented his automatic 
repeater. 

After brief sojourns at other places, he 
proceeded to Cincinrati. with the acquired 
reputation of a successful inventor. From 
there he was called to Boston, where he 
perfected his duplex telegraph. Not long 
afterwerds Mr. Edison was made superin- 
tendent of the New York Gold Indicator 
Company, and transferred his shops to 
Newark, N. J. In 1876 he resigned the lat- 
ter engagement in order to devote his en- 
tire time td researvh afd invention, and 
for this. purpose he... located himself 
at Menlo Park, N. J. Mr. Edison’s 
inventions are many and practical, and 
some are of extraordinary value; among 
them are the phonograph, improvement in 


the electric light and the telephone, the 
microphone, the electric pen, the quadru- 
plex and sextuplex transmitter, and the ki- 


netoscope.

Fire Chief Joyner did not wear a placid 
smile yesterday afternoon as he drove 
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. Morning. The two held @ long consultation, 
in which Joyner argued that it would be 
very unjust to have bis men march with 
the negroes and dump Carts. The mayor 
was vinced there Was fio use in Veal 
out his whole department and 

sent a message to Veal’s office, notifying 
him not to bring forth his carts and wagons 
with the negro drivers. | 

But Veal was not there at that particu- 
lar time. Some think there was signifi- 
cance in his absence. Telephone messages 
all over town failed to locate him. Word 
was left at the dumping grounds for the 
Wagons and carts not to parade, but the 
work of preparation was going merrily on 
and the sly Veal could not be found. 

About noon Veal was at the dumping 
grounds. He received the Mayor’s message, 
which he paid no attention to, and ordered 
the wagons and carts hitched up. He 
was determined not to submit to the mayor, 
Chief Joyner or any one else. He never 
called up Mr. Collier by telephone nor com- 
municated with him in any way. He was 
going to tely on the showing he would 
make in the procession to alleviate his 
apparent insubordination. . 

Inthe meantime Chief Joyner was all 
smiles, thinking bis men Would not have to 
suffer the alleged ignominy of marching 
with Veal’s negroes and dump carts.

They are the men 
who are always on duty. They were not 
picked for the éccasion and the people who 
saw the parade yesterday afternoon saw 
the fire department as it is when ready to 
answer an alarm of fire. 

The men were dressed in their new uni- 
forms and wore pretty brown caps. The 
caps were a new departure in the fire de- 
partment and caused many complimentary 
remarks. The men wore white gloves and 


-on the lapel of the coat of each one was a 


large red rose. Loud cheers were heard as 
they marched along and Fire Inspector 
Macon Sharp, who was in command of the 
men, received many congratulations for 
the excellence of their appearance. 

Behind the men came the fire apparatus. 
There were eight hose wagons, three hook 
and ladder trucks, three engines and two 
chemical engines, all shiny and bright. 
The sleek-looking horses attached to them 
were the admiration of the spectators. 

There was much surprise expressed at 
the fine line the firemen kept, considering 
the fact that they had not been marched in 
a body since the parade last November 
and a few nights prior to the parade yes- 
terday. 

One of the features of the entire afternoon 
was the display of the fire department and 
the test of the water pressure given at 
the last of the parade. 

This feature of the parade was opened 
by a run made by Chief Joyner and three 
hose wagons. The chief started some dis- 
tance up Marietta street and passed the 
reviewing stand at break-neck speed. The 
cheering at this juncture was tremendous. 
The run was a surprise prepared by Chief 
Joyner and was well received. 

The three hose wagons pas#ed each other 
in front of the reviewing stand and laid 


Out three streams of water. In a very 
short spece of time three streams were 


thrown into the air. 
After this display two lLIines of hose 


were attached to an engine and one to a 
plug. These three were then siamesed to 
&@ two-inch pipe and one of the strongest 
and largest streams of water ever seen in 
the city was thrown into the air. The 
stream easily went as high as the Silvey 
building. 

This ended the May day parade of the 
department. Chief Joyner was surrounded 
by friends who congratulated him on the 
fine appearance of his department. 


THE SANITARY FORCE. 


And last, but no means least, came Chief 
Veal and his sanitary department, one of 
the most striking exhibitions of the parade. 
The government reports say this force is 
the best in the whole United States und At- 
lantians had a good chance to inspect it 
yesterday. 

This section of the parade alone was over 
a mile long. Chief Veal and his inspectors, 
all mounted on fiery steeds, were at the 
head, followed by the two large sprink- 
lers, six street sweeping machines and a 
force of seventy colored sweepers carrying 
brooms and dressed in neat new uniforms 
and new hats. 

Then came fifty two-horse wagons used 
in carrying the garbage from the city to 
the dumping grounds and fifty-one mule 
carts, all freshly painted green and red, 
There were exactly 340 men in the sanitary 
department perade and 190 head of stock— 
more than the other departments all put 
together. 

Great surprise and admiration was ex- 
pressed on all sides at the excellent show- 
ing Chief Veal made, and all along the 
line of march he was greeted by loud 
cheers, especially at the reviewing stand. 
His exhibition was more extensive than 
any of the others and was convificiug proof 
the sanitary department is ths largest in 
the city. é 

Every wagon and every cart in the pa- 
rade, with the.exception of the sprinklers 
and sweeping machines, were made at the 
shops of the dumping grounds under Chief 
| supervision. They have 1,200 prem- 
ises within the city limits to visit and rake 
away garbage. The city is divided into 
districts, each consisting of 2% premises. 
There are 350 wagon loads of garbage col- 
lected in the city every Gay and hauled

lightriing-like in his little red wagon past 
the reviewing stand for the approbation of 
the mayor, council and the public. 

On the other hand, Chief Sanitary In- 
spector Veal, he of the dumping ground 
supply fame, was in all his glory as the 


long line of wagons, black negro swéepers, : 
carts and inspectors were cheered loudly by | 


the multitude. His face was wreathed in 
smiles, for he was happy. 

Thereby hangs a tale. 

When Mayor Collier sent forth the de- 
cree that the municipal departments would 
be inspected there was great joy among 
the officials for being offered an opportuni- 


ty of convincing the public of the efficienvy 


of their work. The three chiefs began to 
pull their hair to devise some scheme to 
outdo the others. Each was convinced 
that his separate department was the best 
—the most needed in the muhicipal govern- 
ment, but how to convince the public was 
the problem. 

Veal, of the sanitary, and Joyner of the 
fire departments, did lots of brain-wrack- 
ing along this particular line and decided 
to adopt new features and bring out vast 
equipments that would astound the public 
and call forth the loud applause of the 
public press. 

Joyner planned to have his handsome fire- 
laddies dressed in new suits, new caps, red 
roses and gracious smiles. They had car- 
ried away the palm of public approval be- 
fore and their affable chief hoped for an- 
other victory. Veal had been dreaming for 
weeks of long lines of dump carts, two- 
horse wagons and neatly uniformed ne- 


- groes carrying brooms. He had never been 


given an opportunity to show off the sani- 
tary department before; he determined to 
do so now or die. 

Chief Veal, therefore, determined to 
bring out his entire department—the largest 
numerically in the city—every wagon, dump 
cart, street sweeper and every negro. He 
began to purchase new uniforms and fix 
over old ones, add 4 new coating of paint 
here, an extra polish there. He has been 
working days to this end, and everything 
jooked as neat as a pin. 

Chief Joyner Objects. 

Veal announced to the world that he 
would exhibit. The announcemé@nt reached 
Chief Joyner’s ears. His men march with 
negroes and dump carts? Not if he could 
help it. 

In this frame of mind, therefore, he went 
down to see Veal in the latter’s office Tues- 
day afternoon. The sanitary chief was sit- 
ting at his desk figuring on the number of 
negroes he would have in the parade. He 
greeted the irate fire fighter cordially. 

“Look here, Veal,” said Chief Joyner, “TI 
hear you are going to have all your ne- 
groes and dump carts in the parade to- 
morrow.” 

“Well, what of it?’ came the reply. 

“T want you to understand,” continued 
Chief Joyner, growing warmer, “I will not 
allow my firemen to march with such 4 
gang. We are not the men to march with 
negroes, I don’t care who and where they 
are. I want you to keep your gang out 


of it.

spection of departments; that he could not 
make a successful exhibition unless he 
brought out his negroes. He was willing, 
however, to take the rear or wait until ten 
minutes after the main procession had 
passed before he started as a compromise. 
Chief Joyner would not agree to this and 
demanded that the negroes, carts and 
wagons be kept out on the ground it was 
to be uniformed inspection only.

At 2 o'clock ‘Mayor Collier was in the 
office of City Engineer Clayton showing 
some visiting mayors. the surrounding 
scenery, at the same time discussing his 
order to keep Veal's brigade out of the 
procession. 

Jirvet then a2 mounted farce of inspectors, 
headed by Veal hmself, who wore a tri- 
Lettipuadlt i00n, tuimea inio Pryor trom 
Mitchell and headed for the chamber of 
commerce. Mayor Collier’s eyes fell on the 
group and he said: ‘““‘Why, here comes Veal 
now.’’ 

Immediately after the Mspectors came 
the sweeping machines driven by negroes 
and a force of over half a hundred colored 
street sweepers carrying hew brooms and 
looking smart in their bright new uniforms 
and new hats. The mayor’s face wore a 
worried look,; for he had begun to suspect 
that something was wrong. 

Then the two-horse wagons began to turn 
the corner. ‘here seemed to be an endless 
row of them. ‘“‘Well,” remarked the mayor, 
*‘Veal secms to have brought out his whole 
push after all.”’ 

Then came the carts, all neatly painted 
red, with harness spick and span and 
drivers in new uniforms. There were over 
fifty of them, and the crowd began to re- 
mark on the fine showing the department 
was going to make. 


The Mayor Is Converted. 


As the last green wagon rattled by and 
the rear was brought up by the blacksmith 
shop on wheels the mayor turned to his 
private secretary and said: ‘‘Weissenger, 
that is not so bad after all. Go tell Veal I 
said to put his whole department in the 
procession.”’ 

The private secretary then hustled out, 
and it did not take him long to find the 
chief on Walton ‘street forming his line 
for the parade. 

When seen last night Chief Joyner refus- 
ed to talk. He merely stated he objected to 
parading with the negroes and carts of 
the sanitary department; that he had told 
the mayor of his objections and that he 
would leave the rest with the mayor and 
council. 

On the other hand, Chief Veal talked 
very freely. ‘‘I just want it understood,” 
Said he, “I am running the sanitary de- 
partment, and I do not care to have any 
ope directing my affairs. I brought out my 
dump carts and wagons and negroes to 
show the people of Atlanta what they are 
paying for.’’

CONVICT’S BENT LEGS | 


THE CAUSE OF SUIT 


Will Lovejoy Sues the Penitentiary 
Company for His Deformity. 


HE WANTS $20,000 DAMAGES 


Says His Legs Were Twisted and Bent 
by a Falling Ore Bank. 


FORCED TO WORK WHILE SUFFERING AGONY 


Penitentiary Company Denies the In- 
jury Occurred and Says Lovejoy 
Was Already Deformed. 


Will Lovejoy, alias Henry Wood, an ex- 
convict, is suing Penitentiary Company No. 
2 for $20,000 personal damages. The case 
was taken up yesterday morning in the 
first division of the city court before Judge 
Reid and is in many respects oné of the 
most interesting and unusual pieces of 


-Htigation that has ever been tried in the 


courts of this county. 

Lovejoy is suing the penitentiary author- 
ities for the bending of his legs. As strange 
as this statement may appear it is abso- 
lutely true. The only charge in the lengthy 
bill of allegations filed by Lovejoy is that 
his legs have been bent and that the peni- 
tentiary company caused the frightful de- 
formity. 

The plaintiff, a young negro under age, 
hobbled into the courtroom yesterday morn- 
ing. It was not necessary for the original 
bill of complaint to be read, for the jury 
saw at a) glance what was the cause of 
the suit. Lovejoy was well proportioned 
from his waist up, but from his waist 
down to his ankles he was horribly mal- 
formed. He claims that his deformity has 
come within the last few years, dating 
back to the time that an ore bank caved 
In upon him in the penitentiary camp. 

The negro’s legs are twisted and bent, 
the ligaments and tendons are crooked aé 
a corkscrew and the knees are frightfully 
inclined toward each other. On account of 
the deformity he walks with pain and it is 
with great difficulty that he is able to get 
about at all. 

Lovejoy’s story shows that he was well 
and strong several years ago when he was 
convicted of a felony and sent to the pen- 
itentiary camp. He says his legs were as 
straight as anybody’s and that he could 
run and walk as well as an athlete in 
training. One day, says the negro, he was 
working in an ore mine, digging down the 
banks and shoveling the ore. He says he 
had undermined a large bank and seeing 
that it was in danger of falling at any 
moment, he withdrew, telling the convict 
boss that it would be dangerous to work 
under the bank any longer. 

The ex-convict says the penitentiary boss 
told him to again dig at the bottom of the 
bank. Lovejoy says he protested, believing 
that the bank would fall if further inter- 
rupeted. He says the boss cursed him and 
threatened to beat him unless the order 
was obeyed.’ Lovejoy went under the bank 
and *says he had struck but two or three 
licks of the pick when the bank came down 
upon him with great force, burying him 
under its weight, bending and twisting his 
legs and wrenching and lacerating the lig- 
ements of his knees. 

Continuing with his story, Lovejoy says 
the boss pulled him out and jerked his 
legs back into position. . Lovejoy says he 
was then compelled to go to work, although 
he suffered intense agorly. He says the 
authorities did not send him to the hospi- 
tal and that he was denied the services 
of a physician. The negro claims that his 
legs would have been straightened had he 
been given the necessary care and treat- 
ment which humanity deserved. He says 
as soon as he was forced to go to work 
again his legs twisted back into the hor- 
rible position they are today, and that all 
hopes of recovery have been abandoned 
now that the muscles have become stiff. 

The answer of the penitentiary company 
shows that Lovejoy was not injured while 
he was at the mines. The company will 
show by more than a dozen witnesses that 
Lovejoy was a cripple when he was re- 
ceived into the camp. They will set up 
that Lovejoy was not injured at all while 
in the service of the state and that he is 
now merely trying to secure damages 
which are not due him. 

It is said Lovejoy has fifteen or twenty 
witness who will swear that he was well 
and strong when he was sent to the pen- 
itentiary. The case will be resumed this 
morning and will doubtless consume the 
entire day in Judge Reid’s court. The 
plaintiff is represented by Attorneys James 
BE. Warren and Judge John T. Pendleton, 
while Ellis & Gray represent the defendant. 


LOST HIS LIFE FOR A RIDE. 


A Negro Boy Fatally Injured by a 
Freight Train. 

A stolen ride on a railroad train cost a 
negro boy his life yesterday. 

Late yesterday evening Will Perkinson, a 
negro youth about fourteen Wears of ege, 
attempted to steal a ride on 4 freight train 
at the Peters street crossing. He was with 
Sol Morris and James Hawkins, two other 
negro boys. They state that Perkinson saw 
the switch engine coming with a train of 
freight cars and that he waid: “Let’s take 
a ride.” They declined to do so and Per- 
kinson jumped upon tie train and started 
to climb to the top of a box car. He slip- 
ped and fell and the wheels of the car ran 
over him. 

Perkinson was carried to the hospital and 
the physicians after examining his injuries 
pronounced his case as liopeless, as his leg 
had been crushed off above the knee and 
he was otherwise injured. Ile died last 
night. 

Morris and Hawkins were arrested for 
trying to get on a moving train and locked 
up at the police barracks. 

Perkinson’s home is in Pittsburg, thé 
suburban village near West End.

SHE WAS SAVED BY A CORSET 


ONE WOMAN SHOOTS ANOTHER 
: WITH A PISTOL. ; 


The Woman’s Corset Caused the Bullet 
To Glance and This Alone Saved 
Her Life. 


Just outside the city limits and not far 
from West End, yesterday afternoon, one 
woman sent a builet into the body of an- 
other, and there came very near being 4 
case of murder fof the courts to investi- 
gate. 

The shooting was most unusual because 
of the fact that both the would-be mur- 
derer and the victim were women. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon Carrie 
Glenn and Della’ Harvey, two negro wo- 
men, became efigaged in a quarrel and the 
war of words ended in a fight. Carrie ap- 
peared to get the best of the difficulty and 
Della ran from her home into the house 
of a friend. 

Carrie pulled a pistol from her dress 
pocket and with the weapon in her hand 
followed her foe. She found the door 
closed, but this did not bar her progress, 
for she shoved the door open, and thrusting 
the pistol almost against the body of her 
victim, pulled the trigger. There was a 
loud report and the Harvey woman fell 
upon the floor. 

The bullet had entered the woman's body 
just above the heart, but glanced to the 
right instead of going straight in on ac- 
count of her corset steels. This alone 
saved the woman’s life. 

Carrie, with the smoking weapon still in 
her hand, ran away and from last ac- 
counts had not been captured. 

The affair oecurred on the place of J. W. 
Rollo, who runs a brick yard. Ali the ne- 
groes concerned live on his place. Della 
Harvey had run into the house of another 
negro woman, Lucy Brown, and by that 
woman she was placed upon a bed and & 
physician summoned. The bullet was lo- 
cated on the right side and was extracted. 
It is believed that the wounded woman 
will recover, but it will be several days 
before she is entirely out of danger. 

Della Harvey is the wife of Charles Har- 
vey, who drives a wagon for Mr. Rollo. He 
went to the police barracks last hight and 
left a description of the woman who did 
the shooting and the police will make an 
effort to locate her, although the shooting 
was outside the city limits. It is believed 
Carrie Glenn left last evening for Chatta- 
nooga, she having told some of her friends 
after the shooting that she was going to 
that city.

The animation 
of trading somewhat subsided after the 
noon hour on account of the announce- 
ment of an additional shipment of $59),9% 
in gold tomorrow and on profit taking, 
and some weak spots developed in the list, 
which served somewhat to check the rising 
tendency. Prices of most stocks were nev- 
ertheless quite firmly held until the close, 
and substantially net gains were the rule, 
as the result of the day’s trading.

Prime on Crops. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Dwight, I!l., May 22.—The last forty- 
eight hours have given us a very decidedly 
lower temperature than we have experi- 
enced for the last ten days. The mercu- 
ry got down almost to the freezing point. 
At the same time in 1894 we had a killing 
frost, and in 1895 one of the most destruc- 
tive frosts for the time of year every 
known. A year ago today it was hot and 
sultry, while at the date of «this letter 
the general conditions are directly oppo- 
site. But, after all, through wind and 
weather, heat and cold, wet and dry, the 
country now enters upon its great work of 
making and securing the crop of 1897. 

[t is simply ridiculous and absurd to go 
to work at this stage of the game to es- 
timate What we shail grow when we have 
as we always do, such a fight with nature 
to secure the crops. 

This is the proper time to look over the 
fields and see where we are and whaf we 
have done and what our prospects are— 
not in bushels, but in hope. The spring 
seeding season and planting of 1897 has 
been long and tedious, and with all the 
usual discouragements and hindrances 
which every crop season is heir to, but, 
after all, the work has been done and. on 
the whole, in a satisfactory manner. The 
first crop which will mature this season 
will be the winter wheat crop of 1896 and 
1897. That has got to be almost an old 
story, and, as we get near to the end of 
the volume, the story does not improve. 

The best prospects today for a full crop 
of winter wheat tomes from the states 
south of the Ohio river, and you may get 
telegraphic reports this week that harvest 
has commenced in a small way. An un- 
usually large demand from winter wheat 
millers has already put in an appearance 
for the new crop, and that means traffic 
for all the southern roads in the lower 
Missouri valley. 

The oat crop now is all in the ground, 
all the way from six to eight inches in 
height, and, on the whole, is doing fairly 
well, but begins to need rain. 

A very important factor which will tell 
as the season advances is this: Absence 
of frost all over the grain growing areas 
of the country will make frequent showers 
more necessary than in an average season. 
A year ago at this date the whole Missouri 
valley was one flood, all river bottom lands 
washed out. rivers several miles wide, and 
many railroads did not run over their 
lines. Farmers fer and near were com- 

lied to replant corn several times and

in America. It covers several acres, ana 
ite capactty is almost unlimited. 

The marble produced here is of the fin- 
est quality for buliding known. It is, of 
course, not to be compared with the finer 
grades of Italian marble in the uses to 
which this is put—notably, statuary. But 
for exterior building and wainscoting or 
tiling, it is said to thave no euperior in the 
world. As an evidence of this, the magnifi- 
cent capitol of Rhode Island is being con- 
structed of it. The marble for this fine 
capitol building is being supplied from the 
quarries of the Southern Marble Company, 
four miles from the Tate quarries. Gener- 
al Manager Beecher stated yesterday that 
this Rhode Island contract called for 1.000 
carloads of marble and that 37 cayoads 
had been shipped. The new custom house 
at Savannah is being constructed of mar-

Of course this 
guarantee fund will mot be actual cash, 
but will be subscribed by responsible par- 
tles and will be paid only in case the re- 
cetpts of the fair are not so large as the 
expenses. If the expenses of the fair ag- 
grerate $15,000 and the receipts are only 
$14,000, the $1,000 loss will be made good 
from the guarantee fund. This fund will 
be divided among a large number of gen- 
tleren and the loss could not possibly 
amount to much. 

Mr. Northen thinks that the committee 
vill ask that the money be subscribed and 
put in sight ready for use before they 
will agree to have the fair. It is the pre- 
valling opinion among the leading citizens 
here that the $10,000 guarantee fund can 
be easily raised from among the business 
men of the city. Mr. Ed Peters, of the 
city council, will advocate that the city 
appropriate a certain amount for the fair.

SITUATION IS FULLY DISCUSSED

JUDGE AIKEN WILL OPPOSE THE ORDER 


Affairs of the Georgia Mining, Manu- 
facturing and Investment Co. 
Again Before the Judge.

Receiver Julius L. Brown, of the Geor- 
gia Mining, Marufacturing and Investment 
Company, is anxious that the recent order 
allowed by Judge Lampkin be modified so 
as to allow the receiver to prefer such re- 
ceiver’s certificates as may be necessary to 
sceure credit that is being extended him 
in the operation of the property of which 
he is the receiver. 

The case came up yesterday for a hear- 
ing, but on account of the absence of 
Attorney John W. Aiken, of Cartersville, 
who represents several parties, the argu- 
ment was postponed until this afternoon at 
3:20 o'clock. 

Receiver Brown was present yesterday af- 
ternoon and he stated to the court that it 
was practically necessary that certain cred- 
itors be paid the certificates outstanding 
in order to have the operating expenses of 
the property met. : 

Captain Ellis, of Ellis & Gray, who Is 
interested in the litigation, stated to the 
court that he thought the certificates 
should be paid those who have befriended 
the property in time of need. He said he 
did not see just how the receiver could 
continue to operate the property unless he 
was given this authority, 

“I don’t see how the receiver could well 
discharge his duties,” said Captain Ellis, 
“unless the court allows him to prefer these 
certificates as has been suggested. The sit- 


uation Is one that cannot well be delayed. 


I believe it is nothing more than right and 
equitable that the people who are giving 
eredit to Mr. Brown should be paid. It 
has been suggested that if these people re- 
fuse to extend further credit to the re- 
ceiver that he go elsewhere to trade. 

“If the receiver is compelled to go to oth- 
er parties for his trade he will find ita 
very difficult matter to secure credit. Sup- 
pose he should go to an Atlanta merchant 
and ask for credit. They would tell him 
that the property is to be sold in a few 
days and as they could make but little out 
of the transaction, they would refuse to be 
bothered with the business for so short a 
while and with such little profit. He would 
find it a mighty hard thing to do to go 
to new parts and try to secure credit un- 
der the circumstances. That’s my opinion 
and I believe I am right about the ques- 
tion.’’ 

Captain Clifford L. Anderson, on behalf 
of Mr. Akin, asked that the hearing be 
postponed until this afternoon. 

Judge Lumpkin then granted the motion 
to postpone the hearing and the case will 
come up this afternoon in chambers at 3:30 
o'clock. 

The court excused Receiver Brown from 
attending the session this afternoon, as the 
receiver stated that he was busily engaged 
upon the ir ventory which has been ordered 
by the court. 

The sale of the entire property occurs 
June 17th at the upset price of $125,000; $35,- 
000 is to be paid in cash and the deferred 
payments follow within six months. 
sale will be ratified by the court provided 
it is satisfactcry and the court will give 
the purchaser a bond for title.

DIPLOMAS GIVEN 


MARBLE MEN 
AGAIN CALLED UP 


The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
Brings a New Charge. 


CARS STOPPED IN. TRANSIT 


Consignments Were Taken Out and 
Distributed from Marietta. 


ASMALL DIFFERENCE IN FREIGHT RATES 


Py Billing to Atlanta and Stopping 
the Cars at Marietta a Slight 
Saving Was Effected. 


The state railroad commission w'‘l! hold 
an important meeting Tuesday, June 2d, 
at which several cases will be heard. 
Perbaps the most important is one which 
has just been filed by the Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Northern Railway Company 


| against the Blue Ridge Marble Company. 


The road asks that a rule of the commis- 
sion governing carload shipments of goods 
be repealed and not be made to apply 
where several consignments are shipped in 
one car. 

It seems that under a decision of the com- 
mission a company is allowed to ship sev- 
erel consignments of goods to one city at 
carload rates if they are billed to one party 
and fill a car. 

Under this decision it seems that the 
marble company shipped consignments to 
Marietta at carload rates and delivered 
the consignments from Marietta, thus sav- 
ing a small amount of freight. 

The railroad now claims that the priv- 
ilege of the marble company was abused 
by them, and for this reason they ask that 
the rule’ be repealed. It seems, according 
to the complaint of the railroad, that ‘the 
marble company billed freight, to At- 
lanta, thus getting the benefit of the 10 
per cent joint shipment reduction, and in- 
stead of bringing the goods on to Atlanta, 
delivered them in Marietta. 

The railroad now asks that no one be 
allowed to ship consignments of goods 
under the carload rate ufless the entire 
consignment is for one party. The road 
holds that the car should not. be stopped 
in transit and unloaded. 

It “e not been long since this railroad 
company and this marble company had 
complaints against each other before the 
commissioners. At that time it was shown 
that the marble company was shipping car- 
load consignments to the Western and At- 
lantic agent at Marietta. This practice was 
ordered discontinued. 

The Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern has 
been keeping tab on the marble company 
of late, and now gives dates, the number 
of the cars and the delivery which was 
made of marble billed out for Atlanta but 
stopped in transit at Marietta and distrib- 
uted from the Western and Atlantic plat- 
form. The state commission has no rule 
prohibiting the stopping of freight in 
transit. hia

The Western and Atlantic is going into 
the Southeastern Passenger Association. 
Mr. Charles E. Harman, general passengc> 
agent of the Western and Atlantic, gave 
notice yes€erday to Chairman Richardson, 
of the road’s desire to be a member and 
membership will commence today. 

The Western and Atlantic withdrew from 
the old Southern States Passenger Associa- 
tion a year ago without assigning any spe- 
cial reason. An effort was made to get it 
back, but the road was in no hurry. Under 
the new agreement the roads are left inde- 
pendent to maintain rates or not as they 
see fit. 


LOOKS FOR BETTER TIMES. 


President Post Says That the Bottom 
Has Been Reached. 

President Post, of the Black Diamond 
Fxpress, came down yesterday from New 
York. He has been in Europe for ‘two 
months. Mr. Post says that there are signs 
of better times coming. The bank vaults 
are piled high with money for which there 
has been no demand. Now the impress‘on 
is spreading that the bottom has been 
reached and Mr. Post says there is a dis- 
position to invest. 

Mr. Post is one of the most prominent 
young financiers in New York. He is con- 
nected with a number of large transporta- 
tion and financial companies. 


Receiver Murray’s Explanation. 

Receiver Oscar Murray, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio, explains his company’s increase 
in earnings by the statement that the traf- 
fic department has been seeking a higher 
class freight than formerly.

ASKED TO RESIGN? 


Rumor Has It That He Was Advised To 
Leave the Battery. 


ARTILLERYMEN DO NOT TALK 


It Is Said, However That the Battery 
Will Continue Its Reorganization. 


NEXT MOVE OF THE MEN IS NOT KNOWN

Those Who Were Fired Will Not Try 
To Get Back at Present and May- 
be Will Not Try at All. 


The resignation of First Lieutenant Mlar- 


vin L. Cese. of the Atlanta Artillery, which 
was recently tendered and accepted, came | 
as a great surprise to the civilian friends | 


of the battery, and it was thought by them 
that his withdrawal from the battery would 
cauze all attempt to reorganize it to be 
abaadoned. 

Mr. Case hed been prominently spoken 
of as the next captain of the battery and 
though it was known that he did. not de- 
sire to accept he office, his election was 
thought to be the next thing in order. 

The members of -the battery are as silent 
as mummies when a rewspap?r man ap- 
proaches them for information in regard 
to the inside workings, and it is with great 
difficulty that they are persuaded to talk. 

It was learned yesterday, however, that 
the resignation of Mr. Case will affect the 
battery in no wise and the plans of re- 
organization will be pushed with as much 
vim as was at first intended. 

The resignation of Lieutenant Case has 
caused rumors t>? float freely. It has been 
whispered that Lieutenant Case’s resigna- 
tion came as a result of an intimation to 
him that the members of the battery were 
no longer pleased with him. 

It has been said that at a recent meeting 
of the battery the question of Mr. Case’s 
resignation was brought up. It was dis- 
cussed, it seems, and to settle it in the 
proper way a vote was taken. The artil- 
lerymen will not talk. but the fact that 
Mr. Case resigned seems to give some foun- 
dation to the rumor that it was voted to 
accept his resignation. 

Why Mr. Case’s resignation was desirable 
to the battery, if such was the case, is 
rot Known. According to his friends, he 
has made an excellent officer and has help- 
ed to upbuild the battery. 

The Atlanta Artillery has been one of 
the most prominent military organizations 
in the service of the state, and though the 
eourt martial thinned its ranks and robbed 
it of its captain, it will undoubtedly regain 
its m-wavership and again come into prom- 
inence. 

There has been some talk of the men who 
were. discharged trying to get Governor 
Atkinson to pardon them and allow them 
to again enter the service of the state as 
artillerymen. It can now-be stated as a 
fact that just at present no such stcps 
will be taken. Thereiis rumor that this 
will be done later’om but of this no one 
will say. 

The men are now undergoing rigid drills 
and the officers of the battery are getting 
them into shape. The battery seems to 
be in fine condition and the men have 
bright prospects before them. 


TWO MOUNTAINEERS HELD. 
Bhey Are Accused of Making Corn 
Whisky in Paulding. 

Two interesting looking characters frim 
Paulding county were tried before United 
States Commissioner Broyles yesterday cn 
the simple charge of moonshining. 

The two picturesque mountaineers were 
J. R. Brock and Will McBrayer. It was 
alleged that they had operated a large 
illicit distillery in the hills of Paulding for 
a long time. Both denied their guilt. On 
March 9th Deputy Marshal Scott and Depu- 
ty Collector McAfee made a raid near the 
homes of the two prisoners.

‘The Policeman Rode Up to Calloway and 


Knocked Him Down. 
CALLOWAY WAS UNDER ARREST 


But He Had Struck Jolly’s Child a 
Cruel Unprovoked Blow. 
Trial Set for Today. 


—— 


Call Officer Jolly, who has been connected 
With the police department for many years, 
may be suspended today for knocking down 
@ prisoner Tuesday afternoon. Charges 
have been made to Chief Connolly about 
the matter and he is at present investi- 
gating them. 

If he finds that the officer is guilty he 
will suspend him and report the matter 
at the next meeting of the police commis- 
sioners. The blow which Jolly is said to 
have delivered was given on South Pryor 
street just in front of the courthouse, 

Tuesday afternoon old man Josh Callo- 
way, who is the father of Roxie, the well- 
known newsboy, was arrested for being 
drunk on the streets. He was found on 
South Pryor street and was taken to the 
box which is stationed in front of the 
courthouse. There the patrol wagon was 
telephoned for and the officers who made 
the arrest were standing near with their 
prisoner. 

Knocked Him Down. 


Eyewtltnesses to the affair say that after 
a time Call Officer Jolly was seen coming 
down the stréet on his horse. When he 
reached the box where the crowd was 
standing he dismounted and walked to the 
officers and their prisoner. It is alleged 
that not a word was spoken, but that Jolly 
walked up to old man Calloway and dealt 
knocking 


him to the pavement. 

The arresting officers and the crowd 
which was standing near were so surprised 
that no interference was offered until after 
the old man had struggled to his feet and 
Jolly was about to strike him again, when 
one of the officers who had the prisoner in 
charge pushed Jolly back and kept him 
from delivering a second blow. 

Indignation Ran High. 

Tt is said that then, without having 
spoken a word the whole time, the officer 
mounted his horse and rode away. As soon 
as he had@ gone, and as soon as those who 
were standing near had recovered from 
their astonishment. 2 murmur against the 
action of the officer went up. 

Indignation ran high and it is probable 
that if Jolly had lingered near the scene 
he would have been offered personal vio- 
lence by the crowd. As it was, many were 
for following him and demanding an expla- 
nation. a 

Several announced their intention of re- 
porting the matter to Chief Connolly and 
demanding that he investigate the voccur- 


rence. 
Will Be Investigated. 


This Was done yesterday morning, with 
the result that Chief Connolly is investt 
gating the circumstances. Officer Jolly was 


not suspended and was at work yesterday 
and last night. He is one of the best 
known and most popular officers on the 
force and has done good work on the force. 

Old man Josh Calloway is well known 
to the citizens of Atlanta. For years ne 
had peddled chickens and groceries. He is 
an invalid and does not make a living out 
of his wares, but is supported by his son 
Roxie, who sells papers. 


Patrolman Jolly’s Statement. 


Patrolman Jolly, when asked about the 
matter, said he Was pérfettly wfling to 
have the whole affatr stated just as it oc- 
curred. His friends, declare that he had 
much provocation for what he did and his 
Statement seems to bear out this supposi- 
tlon. He said to The Constitution reporter: 

“I am willing to acknowledge that per- 
haps I shoulu not have acted as I did, ve- 
ing a policeman, but i am also a father, 
with ali the afiections and teelings of a man 
to whom his little children must look for 
protection. When I went home and ascer- 
tained that a man had struck my littie 
boy in the mouth, nearly Knocking out 
two of his teeth, I felt incensed and highly 
indignant, a feeling that can be appreciated 
by any father. 

‘“T rode up to where this man Calloway 
was under arrest, and jumping from my 
horse, approached him and slapped him 
once in the face. 1 then got upon my 
horse and rode away. I did not have CaHo- 
way under arrest myself, and I wish to 
say here that the officers who “Nhad the 
man were in no way to blame for what 
took place, for they could not have divined 
what I was about to do until it was tov 
late. 

“TI regret what occurred, but I was mad- 
dened temporarily by the way in which my 
innocent child had been treated. It was 
not the officer who was acting, but the 
father. 

‘“T make this statement so that my su- 
perior officers and the public will not judge 
too harshly one who was impelled to re- 
sent a wrong which had been done to a 
helpless and unoffending child, and that 
child my own flesh and blood and I its only 
protector in this world. 

“Tf there are any who are inclined to 
judge me too harshly I ask them to place 
themselves in my place and say what they 
would do if they were to go home and find 
one of their children injured by a blow from 
a drunken. man, no matter who the man 
might be or where he was. I believe most 
men would protect any child, and if it was 
one of their own they would not do less 
than I have done.”

Mr. Frank Bell, formerly manager of the 
Aragon, makes a ringing reply to the 
charges which have been made against him 
since he left Atlanta. 

He is now in New Jersey, where he will 
remain for several weeks. He has this to 
say in regard to those who have attacked 
him: 

“Editor Constitution—I desire to deny and 
refute the false and malicious articles that 
have appeared in some newspapefs last 
week in relation to my departure from At- 
lanta. The fact must certainly be well 
known in Atlanta that each year since we 
have been south myself and family have 
returned north at this season of the year 
to our home in northern New Jersey. It 
was certainly known by a number of 
friends in the city, as they called to bid us 
goodby two or three days previous to our 
departure and the local papers had men- 
tioned it several days prior to our actual 
leaving. 

“My address is well known and I have 
receive® my mail forwarded to me from 
the hotel each day since I left. My con- 
nection with the Hotel Aragon Company 
was never as manager, but as president of 
the company since 1893. I have always 
shown a great deal of interest in the en- 
terprise and maintaining it In a way that 
would be creditable to the city and have 
tried in every way possible by the expendi- 
ture of all my money and devoting all my 


time to the promotion and development of 
the hotel, yet it unfortunately failed last 
October, I being named as receiver, and 
appointed to act as manager, it being gen- 
erally known that I was not, nor ever pre- 
tended to be, a practical hotel man, but 
only an investor. - 

“Il regret to say that the creditors of the 
company did not see fit to accept the propo- 
sition of settlement and reorganization sub- 
mitted to them, as I am satisfied it would 
have enabled them to realize every dol- 
lar and the company would now be oper- 
ating the business as before. My personal, 
but misguided faith in the ultimate suc- 
cess of the enterprise leading me to make 
loans and advances to the company until 
I had no more to put in and was obliged 
for that reason only to desist as I had ex- 
pended all I had, and could not aid the 
company any more. 

“I have in every way endeavored to be 
an upright and straightforward citizen and 
to maintain my business integrity, and why 
I should be thus personally attacked is 
impossible for me to understand. 

“I consulted with the co-receiver before 
I came away as to when it would be pos- 
Sible for us to file our report, and he 
stated that he did not believe it could be 
rendered before June Ist, and he saw no 
reason why I should not accompany my 
family north in the meantime. My desire 
is to make my permanent home in Atlanta 
and I have been trying to establish busi- 
ness connections in several northern cities 
with former clients to invest money in the 
south and was meeting with splendid suc- 
cess until the article appeared in the New 
York papers which have without doubt 
materially injured me. 

“As had put all my money in the 
Aragon and the property had been sold, 
there was nothing for me to do there, but 
rather to come north, where I had been 
successful and try to start life over again 
and interest capital in other enterprises 
with which I had become identified in At- 
lanta. : 

“I hope my efforts and interest in giv- 
ing the city a hotel that was superior in 
every way and my since’e fealty to Atlanta 
and its development will justify your giv- 
ing this statement to the public. I was un- 
fortunate in my investment, but I did noth- 
ing that would warrant an attack upon my 
business integrity and standing in the city. 
Very truly yours, FRANK BELL.”

IN LIFE'S SUNSET 


Aged Couple Appear in Court in Diverce 
Proceedings. 


MRS. BEACH WANTED DIVORCE 


Said Her Husband Was Worthless and 
Very Lazy.

HE DENIED HER MANY ALLEGATIONS | 


Jury Returned a Verdict Only Allow- 
ing a Partial Divorce in the 
Case.

After thirty-eight years of wedlock a 
partial divorce was granted Mrs. F. O. 
Leach yesterday morning in the superior 
court. She sued for a total divorce against 
her husband, J. BR. Leach. whom she say* 
she married February 28. 1858. and from 
whom she separated a short time ago. 

Mrs. Leach testified that all through 
these years she had been a faithful and 
affectionate wife, doing her duties about 
the home as best she could. She said that 
nothing had ever occurred in her Hfe which 
gave her such mental anguish as the neces- 
sity for suing for a divorce. It was a step, 
she stated, that had been considered long 
before she would decide upon such action, 
but after carefully deliberating the matter 
she decided. she had no other course to 
pursue. 

“We are both well down the decline of 
life,”” she said. ‘“We are old and have been 
married more than a quarter of a century, 
living together as man and wife. Now in 
the sunset of life it becomes necessary for 
me to ask the court to give to mea di- 
vorce from my husband.” 

Mrs. Leach said there was nothing so 
heart-rending as to ask the court to sever 
the bonds which had been in force so 
many years. She declared her husband 
was cruel and shiftless, failing and refus- 
ing to provide for his family, although he 
could earn a good living provided he was 
not too lazy to work. She said he was 
lazy, an idler and utterly worthless, being 
eross and ill-tempered at home. 

Since the separation she said he had 
moved into a house which was within a } 
stone’s throw of her home. His object in 
living so near, she declared, was for no 
other purpose than to annoy and trouble 
her. Leach is by trade a carpenter, so his 
wife testified. . 

An answer was filed by Leach, denying 
the allegations of his wife. He declared 
he was a faithful and affectionate hus- 
band, but that she had been cruel and 
harsh in her conduct toward him. He failed 
to see, so his answer showed, what 
grounds for a divorce she might have 
against him. 

Mrs. Leach again testified that her hus- 
band was trifling, that he would refuse to 
work and failed entirely to support his 
family. She told the jury that she had 
suffered many hardships and cruelties and 
that many indignities had been heaped 
upen hee. 

The jury was out but a few moments, 
returned in a verdict only allowing a .par- 
tial divorce. The case was one or pecullar 
interest from the fact that both parties 
were very old and had been married many 
years before the war. Mrs. Leach was 
represented by Attorney Wynn.
